WHEREAS,  All  18-21  year  olds  are  considered  adults  but  often  have  limited  resources 
to  afford  such  an  expenditure  due  to  their  transition  to  adulthood,  personal  and  community 
obligations,  and  continuing  educational  and  career  attainment;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Those  18-21  year  olds  who  identify  as  transitional  aged  adults  may  likely 
be  young  parents,  have  dropped  out  of  high  school,  are  unemployed  or  work  in  low  waged 
jobs,  and/or  have  recently  exited  systems  of  care  such  as  juvenile  justice,  mental  health  and 
drug/substance  abuse  treatment,  foster  care,  or  have  disabilities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  most  economically  disadvantaged  18-21  year  olds  are  most 
dependent  on  public  transportation  to  conduct  and  fulfill  responsibilities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  An  increase  in  age  does  not  reflect  an  increase  in  income;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  variety  of  transportation  decision-making  bodies  have  expressed 
support  of  similar  efforts  to  acknowledge  the  financial  concerns  of  special  populations, 
including  youth;  and, 

WHERAS,  Examples  of  such  are  the  Board  of  Supervisor's  resolution  urging  the  Public 
Transportation  Commission  to  negotiate  with  BART  to  allow  use  of  the  discount  Fast  Passes 
for  seniors  and  people  with  disabilities  on  BART  trips  within  San  Francisco  in  1997,  and  the 
MTA  Citizen's  Advisory  Council  (CAC)'s  resolution  urging  that  an  agreement  be  negotiated  by 
which  the  youth  Discount  Fast  Pass  can  be  used  for  trips  between  BART  stations  within  San

WHEREAS,  SB  45  (Chapter  622,  Statutes  1997)  substantially  revised  the  process  for

WHEREAS,  Part  2  of  the  project  application,  attached  hereto  and  incorporated  herein 
as  though  set  forth  at  length,  includes  the  certification  by  DPW  of  assurances  required  by  SB 
45  in  order  to  qualify  the  project  listed  in  the  RTIP  project  nomination  sheet  of  the  project 
application  for  programming  by  MTC;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Valencia  Streetscape  Improvements  Project  will  comply  with  the 
procedures  specified  in  the  Regional  Project  Funding  Delivery  Policy  (MTC  Resolution  No. 
3606,  revised);  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  part  of  the  application  for  2006  RTIP  funding,  MTC  requires  any 
resolution  adopted  by  the  responsible  implementing  agency  to  state  that  the  project  will 
comply  with  the  procedures  specified  in  Regional  Project  Funding  Delivery  Policy  (MTC 
Resolution  No.  3606,  revised,  and  as  may  be  further  amended);  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  federal  portion  of  the  Transportation  Enhancements  funds  will  cover 
approximately  88.5  percent  of  eligible  costs  as  defined  by  the  Federal  Highway  Administration 
and  administered  by  Caltrans,  up  to  $1,327,950;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  non-federal  share  of  Transportation  Enhancements  funds  will  cover 
1 1 .5  percent  of  eligible  costs,  up  to  $1 72,050;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Approval  of  the  project  identified  in  this  legislation  is  subject  to  the 
appropriate  environmental  review.  This  Resolution  does  not  commit  the  Mayor,  Board, 
Department  of  Public  Works  or  any  other  official  of  the  City  to  implement  the  project,  nor  does 
it  foreclose  the  possibility  of  considering  alternatives,  mitigation  measures  or  deciding  not  to 
approve  or  implement  the  project,  after  conducting  appropriate  environmental  review  under 
the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  grants  do  not  require  an  ASO  amendment;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  grant  budget  includes  provisions  for  indirect  costs  of  approximately 
$14,760;  now,  therefore  be  it

[Interim  Zoning  requiring  conditional  use  for  demolition  of  a  residential  structure.] 


Resolution  imposing  interim  zoning  controls  to  require  conditional  use  authorization 
for  demolition  of  a  residential  structure  for  a  six  (6)  month  period  and  making  a 
determination  of  consistency  with  the  priority  policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1. 


WHEREAS,  Planning  Code  Section  306.7  provides  for  the  imposition  of  interim  zoning 
controls  to  accomplish  several  objectives,  including  preservation  of  residential  neighborhoods, 
the  existing  character  of  neighborhoods,  and  the  City's  rental  housing  stock;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Affordable  housing  is  a  paramount  statewide  concern.  In  1980,  the  State 
Legislature  declared  in  Government  Code  Section  65580  that: 

(a)  The  availability  of  housing  is  of  vital  statewide  importance,  and  the  early 
attainment  of  decent  housing  and  a  suitable  living  environment  for  every  California  family  is  a 
priority  of  the  highest  order. 

(b)  The  early  attainment  of  this  goal  requires  the  cooperative  participation  of 
government  and  the  private  sector  in  an  effort  to  expand  housing  opportunities  and 
accommodate  the  housing  needs  of  Californians  of  all  economic  levels. 

(c)  The  provision  of  housing  affordable  to  low-  and  moderate-income 
households  requires  the  cooperation  of  all  levels  of  government. 

(d)  Local  and  state  governments  have  a  responsibility  to  use  the  powers  vested 
in  them  to  facilitate  the  improvement  and  development  of  housing  to  make  adequate  provision 
for  the  housing  needs  of  all  economic  segments  of  the  community;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Legislature  further  stated  in  Government  Code  Section  65581  that  is 
was  the  intent  of  the  Legislature  to: 
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(a)  Assure  that  counties  and  cities  recognize  their  responsibilities  in  contributing 
to  the  attainment  of  the  state  housing  goal. 

(b)  Assure  that  counties  and  cities  will  prepare  and  implement  housing 
elements  that  will  move  toward  attainment  of  the  state  housing  goal. 

(c)  Recognize  that  each  locality  is  best  capable  of  determining  what  efforts  are 
required  by  it  to  contribute  to  the  attainment  of  the  state  housing  goal;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Legislature  requires  each  local  government  agency  to 
develop  a  comprehensive  long-term  general  plan  establishing  policies  for  future  development. 
As  specified  in  the  Government  Code  the  plan  must  "conserve  and  improve  the  condition  of 
the  existing  affordable  housing  stock,  which  may  include  addressing  ways  to  mitigate  the  loss 
of  dwelling  units  demolished  by  public  or  private  action;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  faces  a  continuing  shortage  of  affordable  housing  for  very 
low  and  low-income  residents.  The  San  Francisco  Planning  Department  reported  that  for  the 
past  ten  years,  3,199  units  of  low  and  very  low-income  housing  were  built  in  San  Francisco 
out  of  a  total  need  of  1 5, 1 03  units  for  the  same  period.  According  to  the  state  Department  of 
Housing  and  Community  Development,  there  will  be  a  regional  need  for  230,743  new  housing 
units  in  the  nine  Bay  Area  counties  from  1999 — 2006.  Of  that  amount,  at  least  58  percent,  or 
133,164  units,  are  needed  for  moderate,  low  and  very  low-income  households.  The 
Association  of  Bay  Area  Governments  (ABAG)  is  responsible  for  dividing  the  total  regional 
need  numbers  among  its  member  governments  which  includes  both  counties  and  cities. 
ABAG  estimates  that  San  Francisco's  low  and  very  low-income  housing  production  need 
through  2006  is  7,370  units  out  of  a  total  new  housing  need  of  20,372  units.  Within  the  past 
ten  years,  less  than  25%  of  the  previously  projected  housing  need  was  produced  in  San 
Francisco;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  2000  Consolidated  Plan  for  July  1,  2000  -  June  30,  2005,  issued  by 
the  Mayor's  Office  of  Community  Development  and  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  establishes 
that  extreme  housing  pressures  face  San  Francisco,  particularly  in  regard  to  low-and 
moderate-income  residents.  Many  elements  constrain  housing  production  in  the  City.  This  is 
especially  true  of  affordable  housing.  San  Francisco  is  largely  built  out,  and  its  geographical 
location  at  the  northern  end  of  a  peninsula  inherently  prevents  substantial  new  development. 
Because  the  cities  located  on  San  Francisco's  southern  border  are  also  dense  urban  areas, 
San  Francisco  has  no  available  adjacent  land  to  be  annexed.  Thus,  new  construction  of 
housing  is  limited  to  areas  of  the  City  not  previously  designated  as  residential  areas,  infill 
sites,  or  to  areas  with  increased  density.  New  market-rate  housing  absorbs  a  significant 
amount  of  the  remaining  supply  of  land  and  other  resources  available  for  development  and 
thus  limits  the  supply  of  affordable  housing,  including  rental  housing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  is  a  great  need  for  affordable  rental  and  owner-occupied  housing  in 
the  City.  The  vacancy  rate  for  residential  rental  property  has  dropped  significantly  since  1990 
when  the  U.S.  Census  showed  a  6.9  percent  vacancy  rate  .  Data  from  the  2000  US  Census 
showed  a  residential  rental  vacancy  rate  of  2.5  percent.  Data  from  the  San  Francisco  rental 
market  from  RealFacts  for  2000  indicates  a  vacancy  rate  of  1 .9  percent.  Rents  on  newly 
occupied  residential  units  have  risen  dramatically.  Housing  cost  burden  is  one  of  the  major 
standards  for  determining  whether  a  locality  is  experiencing  inadequate  housing  conditions. 
The  Consolidated  Plan  defines  a  household  expending  30  percent  or  more  of  its  gross  income 
for  housing  costs  as  experiencing  a  cost  burden.  According  to  the  2000  Census,  35  percent 
of  San  Franciscans  experienced  a  cost  burden  in  2000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  residential  real  estate  market  is  one  of  the  most 
expensive  in  the  United  States.  The  National  Association  of  Realtors  has  found  that  San 
Francisco  has  one  of  the  highest  median  prices  of  existing  homes  in  the  United  States.  In  the 
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1980's  average  home  prices  in  San  Francisco  rose  nearly  three  times  as  fast  as  the  overall 
cost  of  living  in  San  Francisco  according  to  data  from  the  Bay  Area  Council  and  1990  Census. 
Available  data  on  housing  sales  demonstrates  that  the  majority  of  market-rate  homes  for  sale 
in  San  Francisco  are  priced  out  of  the  reach  of  low  and  moderate-income  household;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  readopts  the  findings  of  Planning  Code  Section  313.2  for  the 
Jobs-Housing  Linkage  Program,  Planning  Code  Sections  313  et  seq.,  and  Section  315.2  for 
the  Residential  Inclusionary  Affordable  Housing  Program,  Planning  Code  Sections  315  et 
seq.,  including  those  that  relate  to  the  shortage  of  affordable  housing,  the  low  vacancy  rate  of 
housing  affordable  to  persons  of  lower  and  moderate  income,  and  the  decrease  in 
construction  of  affordable  housing  in  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  substantial  portion  of  residential  rental  buildings  contain  affordable 
housing  that  is  subject  to  the  City's  Residential  Rent  Stabilization  and  Arbitration  Ordinance 
(Administrative  Code  Chapter  37).  New  housing,  however,  is  not  subject  to  the  Residential 
Rent  Stabilization  and  Arbitration  Ordinance.  Accordingly,  the  demolition  of  residential 
buildings  in  the  absence  of  Planning  Commission  review  and  oversight  could  lead  to  the 
elimination  or  continuing  loss  of  affordable  housing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  also  has  an  interest  in  avoiding  or  minimizing  blighting  conditions, 
such  as  litter,  unsightly  conditions,  growth  and  spread  of  weeds,  and  airborne  dust,  that  result 
when  a  building  is  demolished  and  the  underlying  property  remains  vacant.  For  this  reason, 
the  City  believes  consideration  of  the  replacement  structure  as  part  of  its  evaluation  of  the 
demolition  of  the  existing  residential  structure  allows  the  property  owner,  neighborhood,  and 
community  stakeholders  greater  certainty  as  to  future  use  of  the  property;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Commission  on  December  11,  2003,  adopted  Resolution 
No.  16700,  which  established  a  policy  requiring  mandatory  discretionary  review  of 
applications  for  demolition  of  residential  structures.  A  copy  of  said  Resolution  is  on  file  with 
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the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  0r7OO  H  /     and  its  findings  are 
incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Department  and  Planning  Commission  currently  are 
evaluating  and  considering  adoption  and  recommendation  of  legislation  to  address  demolition 
of  residential  structures  and  codify  some  of  the  Commission  policies  as  set  forth  in  various 
Commission  resolutions  and  departmental  policies;  and, 

WHEREAS,  These  controls  are  intended  and  designed  to  deal  with  and  ameliorate 
the  problems  and  conditions  associated  with  demolition  of  residential  structures  during  the 
next  six  (6)  months  while  the  Planning  Department  and  Commission  complete  their 
consideration  of  pending  legislative  proposals  on  this  subject;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  has  considered  the  impact  on  the  public  health,  safety,  peace, 
and  general  welfare,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  impacts  on  neighborhood  character, 
residential  neighborhoods,  the  City's  rental  housing  stock,  pedestrian  and  vehicular  traffic, 
and  public  transit,  if  the  interim  controls  proposed  herein  were  not  imposed;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  has  determined  that  the  public  interest  will  be  best  served  by 
imposition  of  these  interim  controls  at  this  time  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  legislative  scheme 
which  may  be  ultimately  adopted  is  not  undermined  during  the  planning  and  legislative 
process  for  permanent  controls;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  Pursuant  to  Planning  Code  Section  306.7,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  by 
this  resolution,  hereby  requires  conditional  use  authorization  prior  to  demolition  of  a  residential 
structure;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  for  purposes  of  these  interim  controls,  the  Planning 
Commission,  as  part  of  its  decision  on  a  conditional  use  application  for  any  use  subject  to 
these  controls,  shall  consider  the  following  additional  criteria: 

(1)  the  design  and  use  of  the  replacement  structure; 
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(2)  any  shift  in  traffic  and  public  transit  patterns  that  may  result  demolition  of  the 
existing  structure  and  replacement  by  a  new  structure;  and, 

(3)  all  applicable  criteria  from  existing  Planning  Commission  resolution(s)  on 
residential  demolitions;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  these  interim  controls  shall  not  apply  to  projects  where,  as  of 
the  date  this  resolution  is  approved  bv  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  notice  pursuant  to  section 
31 1  of  the  Planning  Code  has  been  issued,  or  the  Planning  Commission  has  taken  action,  or 
an  appeal  is  pending  before  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  these  interim  controls  shall  remain  in  effect  for  six  (6) 
months  or  until  the  adoption  of  permanent  legislation  regulating  demolition  of  residential 
structures,  whichever  first  occurs;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  these  interim  controls  advance  and  are  consistent  with 
Priority  Policies  2,  3,  and  4  of  the  Planning  Code  Section  101 .1  in  that  they  attempt  to 
conserve  cultural  and  economic  diversity  of  our  neighborhoods,  to  preserve  and  enhance  the 
City's  supply  of  affordable  housing,  and  to  ensure  that  commuter  traffic  not  impeded  MUNI 
transit  service  or  overburden  our  streets  or  neighborhoods  parking.  With  respect  to  Priority 
Policies  1,  5,  6,  7  and  8,  the  Board  finds  that  the  interim  zoning  controls  will  have  no  effect 
upon  these  policies,  and  thus,  will  not  conflict  with  said  policies.

Resolution  Endorsing  the  United  Nations  Principle  of  the  Responsibility  to  Protect. 

WHEREAS,  On  September  16,  2005  at  the  World  Summit  of  the  United  Nations 
General  Assembly,  the  United  States  of  America  and  the  other  Members  of  the  United 
Nations  embraced  the  principle  of  the  responsibility  to  protect  according  to  which,  "[e]ach 
individual  State  has  the  responsibility  to  protect  its  populations  from  genocide,  war  crimes, 
ethnic  cleansing  and  crimes  against  humanity.  This  responsibility  entails  the  prevention  of 
such  crimes,  including  their  incitement,  through  appropriate  and  necessary  means.  We 
accept  that  responsibility  and  will  act  in  accordance  with  it.  The  international  community 
should,  as  appropriate,  encourage  and  help  States  to  exercise  this  responsibility  and  support 
the  United  Nations  in  establishing  an  early  warning  capability"  (U.N.  Document  A/RES/60/1 , 
par.  138  (2005));  and 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  of  America  and  other  Members  of  the  United  Nations 
further  agreed  that,  "[tjhe  international  community,  through  the  United  Nations,  also  has  the 
responsibility  to  use  appropriate  diplomatic,  humanitarian  and  other  peaceful  means,  in 
accordance  with  Chapters  VI  and  VIII  of  the  Charter,  to  help  to  protect  populations  from 
genocide,  war  crimes,  ethnic  cleansing  and  crimes  against  humanity.

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  federal  legislation  to  create  a  United  States  Department  of 
Peace  and  Nonviolence  will  benefit  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  by  holding  peace 
as  an  organizing  principle  of  American  society,  which  will  change  the  tone  of  society;  and,

[Supporting  AB43  -  Religious  Freedom  and  Civil  Marriage  Act] 

Resolution  urging  the  California  Assembly  and  Senate  and  the  Governor  of  California 
to  support  Assembly  Bill  43  (AB43),  the  "Religious  Freedom  and  Civil  Marriage  Act", 
which  defines  marriage  as  a  civil  contract  between  two  people. 

WHEREAS,  Existing  law  provides  that  marriage  is  a  personal  relation  arising  out  of  a 
civil  contract  between  a  man  and  a  woman;  and 

WHEREAS,  From  1850  to  1977,  the  statutory  definition  of  marriage  in  California  was 
gender-neutral,  containing  no  reference  to  "man"  or  "woman";  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1948,  the  California  Supreme  Court  became  the  first  state  court  in  the 
country  to  strike  down  a  law  prohibiting  interracial  marriage  and  the  only  state  supreme  court 
to  do  so  before  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  invalidated  all  those  laws  in  1967;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Supreme  Court  held  that,  "marriage  is  something  more  than 
a  civil  contract  subject  to  regulation  by  the  state  and  it  is  a  fundamental  right  of  free  men  and 
legislation  infringing  such  rights  must  be  based  upon  more  than  prejudice  and  must  be  free 
from  oppressive  discrimination  to  comply  with  the  constitutional  requirement  of  due  process 
and  equal  protection  of  the  laws"  (Perez  v.  Sharp  1948);  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1977,  the  Legislature  amended  the  state's  marriage  law  to  specify  that, 
since,  as  a  matter  of  state  law,  the  gender-neutral  definition  of  marriage  could  permit  same- 
sex  couples  to  marry  and  have  access  to  equal  rights,  the  gender-neutral  definition  would  be 
changed.  The  gender-specific  definition  of  marriage  that  the  Legislature  adopted  specifically 
discriminated  in  favor  of  different-sex  couples  and,  consequently,  discriminated  and  continues 
to  discriminate  against  same-sex  couples;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  highest  courts  in  three  states,  Hawaii,  Vermont,  and  Massachusetts, 
nave  held  that  denying  the  legal  rights  and  obligations  of  marriage  to  same-sex  couples  is 
constitutionally  suspect  or  impermissible  under  their  respective  state  constitutions;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  highest  courts  in  seven  Canadian  provinces  have  similarly  ruled 
:hat  marriage  laws  that  discriminate  in  favor  of  different-sex  couples  to  the  exclusion  of  same- 
sex  couples  violate  the  rights  of  same-sex  couples  and  cannot  stand;  and 

WHEREAS,  California's  discriminatory  exclusion  of  same-sex  couples  from  marriage 
violates  the  California  Constitution's  guarantee  of  due  process,  privacy,  equal  protection  of  the 
law,  and  free  expression  by  arbitrarily  denying  equal  marriage  rights  to  lesbian,  gay,  and 
bisexual  individuals;  and 

WHEREAS,  California's  discriminatory  exclusion  of  same-sex  couples  from  marriage 
harms  same-sex  couples  and  their  families  by  denying  those  couples  and  their  families 
specific  legal  rights  and  responsibilities  under  state  law  and  by  depriving  members  of  those 
couples  and  their  families  of  a  legal  basis  to  challenge  federal  laws  that  deny  access  to  the 
many  important  federal  benefits  and  obligations  provided  only  to  spouses.  Those  federal 
benefits  include  the  right  to  file  joint  federal  income  tax  returns,  the  right  to  sponsor  a  partner 
for  immigration  to  the  United  States,  the  right  to  Social  Security  survivor  benefits,  the  right  to 
family  and  medical  leave,  and  many  other  substantial  benefits  and  obligations;  and 

WHEREAS,  Other  jurisdictions  have  chosen  to  treat  as  valid  or  otherwise  recognize 
marriages  between  same-sex  couples.  California's  discriminatory  marriage  law  therefore  also 
harms  California's  same-sex  couples  when  they  travel  to  other  jurisdictions  by  preventing 
them  from  having  access  to  the  rights,  benefits,  and  protections  those  jurisdictions  provide 
only  to  married  couples;  and 
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WHEREAS,  California's  discriminatory  exclusion  of  same-sex  couples  from  marriage 
further  harms  same-sex  couples  and  their  families  by  denying  them  the  unique  public 
recognition  and  affirmation  that  marriage  confers  on  heterosexual  couples;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  an  interest  in  encouraging 
stable  relationships  regardless  of  the  gender  or  sexual  orientation  of  the  partners,  and  the 
benefits  that  accrue  to  the  general  community  when  couples  undertake  the  mutual  obligations 
of  marriage  accrue  regardless  of  the  gender  or  sexual  orientation  of  the  partners;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  also  in  the  interest  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  that  the 
pernicious  practice  of  marriage  discrimination  in  California  is  ended;  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
strongly  urges  the  California  Assembly  and  Senate  and  the  Governor  of  California  to  support 
Assembly  Bill  43  (AB43),  the  "Religious  Freedom  and  Civil  Marriage  Act",  which  defines 
marriage  as  a  civil  contract  between  two  people;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  direct  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
to  send  copies  of  this  resolution,  upon  passage,  to  California  Assembly  and  Senate  and  the 
Governor  of  California.

Opiate  Replacement  Therapy  services  in  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  Resolution  770-02  authorized  the  Department  of  Public  Health  to 
establish  an  opiate  treatment  services  funded  by  a  grant  from  the  Substance  Abuse  and 
Mental  Health  Services  Administration;  and 

WHEREAS,  one  of  the  projects  funded  by  the  grant  was  the  pilot  program  for  the 
Office-Based  Opiate  Addiction  Treatment  (OBOT)  which  expanded  access  to 
methadone  and  buprenorphine  by  planning  the  program  in  close  proximity  to  clients 
homes  and  by  providing  funding  for  the  purchase  of  a  quantity  of  buprenorphine;  and 


WHEREAS,  methadone  and  buprenorphine  are  two  treatments  that  have  been 
shown  to  be  effective  in  treatment  of  opiate  addiction,  and  buprenorphine  can  be 
distributed  in  an  office  setting  by  a  certified  physician  while  methadone  is  typically 
distributed  in  a  clinic-based  setting;  and 
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WHEREAS,  buprenorphine  has  been  shown  to  be  as  effective  as  methadone, 
and  appears  to  have  fewer  side  effects,  a  greater  margin  of  safety  if  taken  in  overdose, 
and  a  lower  potential  for  abuse  than  methadone;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Department  enrolled  the  first  buprenorphine  patient  in  2003 
and  over  120  total  patients  have  since  enrolled  in  the  OBOT  Pilot  project  and  the

)rogram  in  the  coming  fiscal  year  and  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  has  not  included

[Expanding  household  hazardous  waste  programs,  and  supporting  AB  1109.] 

Resolution  urging  the  Department  of  the  Environment  to  increase  the  number  of  outlets 
in  San  Francisco  that  accept  various  types  of  household  hazardous  waste  and 
universal  waste,  and  urging  San  Francisco  retailers,  including  the  new  Home  Depot,  to 
serve  as  drop  off  sites,  and  to  support  AB1109,  which  holds  manufacturers  responsible 
for  the  collection  and  recycling  of  these  products  at  the  end  of  their  useful  life. 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  residents  and  small  businesses  generate  millions  of 
pounds  a  year  of  household  hazardous  wastes  including  paint,  pesticides,  used  oil,  and  other 
household  chemicals;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  residents  and  small  businesses  generate  more  than  10 
million  pounds  of  universal  wastes  each  year,  which  include  batteries,  fluorescent  light  bulbs, 
computers,  and  other  electronics;  and 

WHEREAS,  these  products  contain  hazardous  materials  such  as  heavy  metals, 
carcinogens,  reproductive  toxins,  and  other  poisons;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  State  of  California  has  banned  these  products  from  landfills  requiring 
cities  to  foot  the  bill  for  the  development  of  collection  and  recycling  programs;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco's  Precautionary  Principle  Ordinance  (2003)  states  that  the 
duty  to  enhance,  protect  and  preserve  San  Francisco's  environment  rests  on  the  shoulders  of 
government,  residents,  citizen  groups  and  businesses  alike;  and 
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WHEREAS,  we  recognize  the  unfair  burden  faced  by  local  governments,  residents,  and 
retailers  to  support  these  collection  efforts  in  the  absence  of  participation  or  funding  by 
product  manufacturers;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco,  with  the  help  of  NorCal  Waste  Systems  and  many  local 
retailers,  has  an  award-winning  infrastructure  in  place  to  collect  these  materials  that  is  funded 
through  the  garbage  rates;  and 

WHEREAS,  even  with  the  current  collection  infrastructure,  participation  in  these 
programs  is  greatly  limited  by  a  lack  of  conveniently  located  drop  off  sites;  and 

WHEREAS,  collection  of  hazardous  and  universal  wastes  must  be  as  convenient  as 
the  purchase  of  those  products  in  order  to  ensure  that  all  hazardous  materials  are  kept  out  of 
the  environment;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  has  supported  local,  state,  and  national  efforts  to 
encourage  product  manufacturers  to  take  an  active  role  in  the  reformulation  of  their  products 
to  design  out  hazardous  chemicals  and  to  create  and  fund  collection  and  recycling  programs 
for  their  products;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Department  of  the  Environment  is  requested  to  work  with  NorCal 
Waste  Systems  to  increase  the  number  of  drop  off  and  collection  opportunities  of  household 
hazardous  and  universal  wastes  for  San  Francisco  residents;  and 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  Home  Depot  and  other 
San  Francisco  retailers  who  sell  such  products  as  batteries,  latex  paint,  and  fluorescent  bulbs, 
to  help  preserve  San  Francisco's  environment  by  acting  as  drop  off  locations  for  those 
products;  and 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  San  Francisco  retailers 
and  their  trade  associations  are  urged  to  join  in  efforts  to  require  the  participation  of  product

Resolution  Proclaiming  May  1,  2007  as  Immigrant  Workers  Day  in  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  May  1  commemorates  the  beginning  of  labor  unrest  that  led  to  the 

Haymarket  Riot  of  1886  in  Chicago,  Illinois;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Many  countries  celebrate  May  1  as  International  Worker's  Day;  and, 
WHEREAS,  Because  of  these  and  other  antecedents,  May  1  has  become  an 

international  celebration  of  the  social  and  economic  achievements  of  the  working  class  and 

labor  movement;  and, 

WHEREAS,  May  1 ,  2006  was  chosen  by  immigrant  groups  in  the  United  States  as  the 
day  for  the  Great  American  Boycott,  in  which  millions  of  immigrants  and  their  supporters  did 
not  go  to  work,  missed  school  and  left  home  to  march  on  the  streets  demanding  better 
conditions  for  an  estimated  12  million  undocumented  immigrants;  and, 

WHEREAS,  An  estimated  750,000  people  protested  in  San  Francisco  on  the  same 
date,  indicative  of  the  imperative  need  for  comprehensive  immigration  reform  and 
compassionate  laws;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Although  multitudinous,  this  demonstration  indeed  was  peaceful,  well 
organized  and  caused  no  disruptions  to  the  city  but  clearly  made  a  statement  in  support  of 
immigrants  who  live  here  regardless  of  their  legal  status;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  demonstration  was  organized  by  a  coalition  of  immigrant  rights  and 
multiethnic  groups,  churches,  unions,  youth  and  anti-war  groups  and  pro-justice  organizations 
who  operated  independently  but  gathered  under  the  name  of  "Coalision  Primero  de  Mayo"  or 
"May  1  Coalition;"  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  same  coalition  has  planned  a  demonstration  to  be  held  on  May  1, 
2007  for  the  same  purpose  and  to  join  numerous  marches  and  protests  planned  nationwide 
and  in  solidarity  with  immigrant  workers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  May  1,  2007  march  and  protest  is  intended  to  ask  for  unconditional 
amnesty,  a  path  to  citizenship  for  undocumented  immigrants,  and  the  protection  of  human, 
civil,  and  labor  rights  of  undocumented  workers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  May  1,  2007  march  and  protest  rejects  the  guest  worker  program, 
anti-immigrant  legislation,  militarizing  the  US-Mexico  border  but  more  importantly,  it  urges  a 
stop  the  deportation  of  immigrants  thus  the  separation  of  families;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  right  to  protest  will  be  exercised  on  May  1 ,  2007  and  the  rights  of 
immigrants  will  be  voiced  and  heard  on  the  same  date; 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  as  Sanctuary  and  Refugee  City  embraces  diversity, 
immigrants  and  all  human  beings;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  city  recognizes  the  contributions  of  immigrant  workers,  regardless  of 
their  legal  status,  to  the  city's  economy;  therefore,  be  it, 

RESOLVED,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
proclaims  May  1,  2007  as  Immigrant  Workers  Day  in  San  Francisco. 
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
